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PURIM  LAWS  AND  CUSTOMS 

1.  The  Sabbath  before  Purim  is  known 
as  Parshat  Zachor  — tlie  Sabbath  when  we 
read  as  the  Maftir  (prophetic)  portion  the 
paragraph  reminding  us  not  to  forget  what 
Amalek  did  to  our  fathers  after  the  Exodus 
from  Egypt— when  they  attacked  our  fathers 
when  they  thought  they  were  safe— to 
remember  at  all  times  that  the  Lord  will 
save  us  from  tyranny  and  oppression. 

2.  The  day  before  Purim  is  “Taanith 

Esther  — a fast  day  to  commemorate  the 
fast  which  Esther  and  all  the  Jews  observed 
in  Lucii  to  G-d  foi  rescue. 

3.  The  Megillah  or  Scroll  of  Esther  is 
lead  in  the  Synagogue  immediately  after 
Maariv,  the  evening  service  and  at  the 
Shachris  (morning)  service. 

4.  It  is  customary  to  give  three  half 
dollars  before  the  reading  of  the  Megillah 
to  be  distributed  to  the  needy.  They 
correspond  to  the  half  shekel  donated  by 
every  adult  Jew  during  Temple  days. 

5.  A mourner  is  obliged  to  hear  the 
Megillah  even  during  the  week  of  Shivah. 

6.  On  die  morning  of  Purim,  three  men 
are  called  to  the  Torah.  After  the  Sefer 
Torah  has  been  returned  to  the  Ark,  the 
Megillah  is  read.  Tefillin  are  not  removed 
until  after  the  conclusion  of  the  reading 
of  the  Megillah. 

7.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  man,  woman, 
and  child  to  hear  the  Megillah  read  on 
(he  eve  of  Purim  and  also  in  the  morning. 

8.  Gifts  — known  as  “Shalach  Monos” 
(sending  of  gifts))  are  customarily  exchang- 
ed. Matanot  L’evyonim  (Gifts  to  the  poor) 
are  usually  distributed. 

9.  The  day  after  Purim  is  known  as 
“Shushan  Purim”  in  memory  of  the  fact 
that  the  Jews  of  Shushan,  the  capital  of 
Persia,  celebrated  Purim  a day  later,  since 
Ihey  were  engaged  in  battle  an  additional 
day. 


BOOK  NOTES 

By  Deborah  Lifschutz 

CHALLENGING  YEAKS.  By  Stephen  S. 
Wise.  Thomas  Allen  Limited.  Toronto. 
1949.  323  pp. 

Challenging  Lears  is  l he  autobiography 
61  the  late  Dr.  Stephen  S.  Wise,  one  of 
the  greatest  Jews  a.nd  Americans  of  our 
generation.  It  is  nor  the  usual  self-centered 
story  of  personal  events,  but  rather  that 
of  the  man  with  prophetic  insight  and 
foresight  into  the  compelling  needs  of  both 
the  people  of  Israel  and  those  of  his 
adopted  country.  It  is  the  story  of  how 
Stephen  Wise  pursued  certain  lines  of  en- 
deavour, gave  himself  to  the  full,  to  those 
forces  to  which  he  contributed  his  heart, 
his  mind,  his  very  being,  and  all  the  varied 
richness  of  an  open-faced  and  glorious  per- 
sonality. 

Thus,  his  theme  songs  were,  the  rebirth  of 
Israel,  in  the  land  of  Israel,  the  defense  of 
Jewish  rights  the  world  over,  and  the  de- 
velopment of  a true  democracy  in  the 
United  States.  He  flung  himself  with 
abandon  to  the  struggle  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  land  of  Israel,  the  fulfillment 
of  the  Herzlian  dream,  and  clean  politics. 
And  so,  we  find  him  in  the  presence  of 
the  world’s  leading  statesmen,  thundering- 
ly  pleading  and  defending  his  people’s 
cause. 

In  his  role  as  a Rabbi,  he  displayed 
singular  independence  of  mind  and  heart, 
refusing  to  surrender  to  the  vested  inter- 
ests of  a board  of  trustees.  Thus,  as  a 
young  man,  he  declined  the  pulpit  of  Ameri- 
ca’s Cathedral  Synagogue,  Temple  Em- 
anuel, when  told  that,  the  pulpit  was  “sub- 
ject to  the  control  of  its  governing  body.” 
He  has  shown  the  way  to  Rabbis  of  every 
phase  of  Jewish  religious  orientation  today, 
to  live  and  practice  with  courage,  the  dic- 
tates of  his  heart  and  mind. 

This  autobiography  was  published  pos- 
thumously, from  his  manuscripts,  and  was 
made  possible  through  the  relationship,  con- 
fidence and  understanding  displayed  by  the 
late  Dr.  Stephen  Wise,  to  one  of  Ottawa’s 
gifted  sons,  Dr.  David  Petegorsky,  who 
generously  helped  to  prepare  the  manu- 
script of  this  book. 

THE  STORY  BIBLE  - VOL.  I.  By  Dorothy 
F.  Zeligs.  Behrman  House  Inc.  New  York. 
1949. 

This  is  the  story  of  the  development  of 
Ihe  Jewish  people  from  the  time  of  Abra- 
ham through  the  life  of  Moses,  interwoven 
with  legends  from  the  Midrash.  It  is 
written  with  a keen  insight  into  the  in- 
terests of  children,  and  will  be  read  with 
delight  by  children  eight  to  eleven  years 
old.  In  addition  to  this,  Dorothy  Zeligs 
has  kept  the  richness  of  the  Bible  by 
retaining  though  with  slight  modifications, 
a great  deal  of  the  Biblical  language. 


UNDER  THE  FIG  TREE.  By  Yitzhak  Shen- 
berg.  Trans!,  by  I.  M.  Lask.  Schocken  Books. 
New  York.  1948.  122  pp.  $1.50. 

Yitzhak  Shenberg,  one  of  Israel’s  most 
gifted  authors,  has  written  a collection  of 
stories  which  give  us  the  problems  and  the 
doubts  of  the  various  types  of  people  living 
m Palestine  today.  The  story  of  the 
Yemenite  girl  who  was  forced  into  mar- 
riage against  her  will,  the  disappointments 
of  the  worker  who  leaves  his  settlement, 
the  lame  watchman  who  muses  about  life 
and  death,  all  give  us  an  insight  into  the 
individuals  living  in  Palestine.  This  book 
is  both  well  written  and  finely  translated. 

TEN  DAYS  TILL  HARVEST.  By  Elsie  Bali. 
Ulus.  By  Kurt  Werth.  Abingdon-Cokesbury 
Press.  New  York.  1949.  128  pp.  $1.75. 

This  is  a charming  adventure  story  tak- 
ing place  during  the  days  of  the  prophets 
m ancient  Israel.  Nathan,  son  of  a Judean 
farmer,  whose  land  was  taken  from  him 
dishonestly,  is  kidnapped  by  robbers,  as  he 
travels  to  seek  the  help  of  Micah  the  pro- 
phet. He  escapes  and  is  aided  by  a Phoe- 
nician chieftain  who  sends  him  to  Jerusalem 
with  his  servant.  In  fascinating  and  realis- 
tic manner,  Miss  Ball  relates  the  dynamic 
attitudes  of  the  prophets  on  behalf  of  jus- 
tice and  the  rights  of  the  common  man. 
Lins  is  a good  book  for  a child  of  seven 
or  eight. 

MOLLY  AND  THE  SABBATH  QUEEN.  By 
Sadie  Rose  Weilerstein.  Behrman  House 
Inc.  New  York.  1949.  $1.00. 

David  is  the  oldest.  Joseph  the  baby, 
and  Molly  is  the  middle  one  of  the  family. 
David  was  named  after  King  David,  Joseph 
was  named  after  Joseph— in — the  Bible. 
But  Molly  was  just  Molly.  Nobody  told 
any  stories  about  her.  and  so  Molly  finds 
out  that  she  was  named  for  the  Sabbath 
Queen.  This  is  a story  written  about 
Molly,  and  how  she  helped  her  mother 
prepare  for  the  Sabbath.  Written  for 
children  ages  6—8,  Mrs.  Weilerstein  has 
brought  us  the  story  of  the  Sabbath,  seen 
through  a child’s  eyes  in  all  its  warmth 
and  tradition. 

TOMORROW  IS  BEAUTIFUL.  By  Lucy 
Robbins  Lang.  MacMillan  Co.  New  York, 
1948.  $3.50. 

“Tomorrow  is  Beautiful”  is  the  story  oi 
the  Jewish  immigrant  during  the  period  of 
labour  difficulties  in  the  United  States  dur- 
ing the  early  part  of  the  20th  century. 
Lucy  Lang  tells  her  story  simply,  sincereh 
and  effectively,  the  story  of  her  life,  a 
Jewess  who  started  as  a one  dollar  a week 
worker  and  rose  to  prominence  as  a leader 
in  the  labour  movement.

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RABBI  CHARLES  BENDER 
SPEAKS  ON  DAY  SCHOOL 

A large  and  enthusiastic  audience  recently 
heard  Rabbi  Charles  Render  of  Montreal, 
speak  on  “The  Hebrew  Day  School  Edu- 
cation; its  defects  and  its  accomplish- 
ments.” 

Rabbi  Bender  commented  on  his  visit 
to  the  Ottawa  Hebrew  Day  School  and  the 
Ottawa  Talmud  Torah  afternoon  classes. 
He  gave  unstinting  praise  to  the  Principal. 
Rabbi  B.  Kravetz  and  his  teaching  staff. 

Ho  told  his  listeners  that  the  Day  School 
m his  own  congregation  started  with  nine 
pupils,  in  1940.  To-day,  there  is  an  en- 
rolment of  over  500  pupils  and  many  chil- 
dren had  to  be  turned  away. 

"The  Day  School  is  here  to  stay."  Rabbi 
Bender  said,  “despite  shopworn  taunts  ot 
Ghetto-izing  or  segregation.”  Good  citizen- 
ship is  stressed  in  these  schools.  Children 
are  imbued  with  the  idea  of  being  good 
citizens  as  well  as  good  Jews.  The  Day 
School  has  no  defects.  The  defects  lie  rather 
with  the  heads  of  the  community  who  do 
not  fully  appreciate  and  cannot  evaluate 
this  form  of  education.  “Religion,”  the 
speaker  continued,  "is  a problem  to-day. 
But  too  much  thought  is  spent  on  the 

symptoms  and  not  enough  on  the  cause.” 
He  deplored  the  lack  of  religious  training 
in  young  people  to-day.  Parents  must  give 
careful  consideration  to  the  religious  train- 
ing of  their  child.  They  are  either  interested 
ot  not  interested  in  Hebrew  education. 
This  factor  should  decide  whether  or  not 
the  Day  School  concerns  them.  It  is  hard 
to  break  down  old  prejudices.  But  the 

Day  School  is  not  a new  idea.  In  the 

United  States,  Hebrew  Day  Schools  flourish 
and  are  ever  increasing.  England  has  had 
them  lor  over  100  years.  Names  were 

mentioned  of  prominent  Jewish  titled  gentle- 
men who  graduated  from  these  schools  m 
England  and  most  certainly  were  not  con- 
sidered "Ghetto-ized.”  The  speaker  con- 
cluded his  talk  with  the  question  “How 
interested  are  you  in  preserving  Judaism 
for  your  child  and  your  child  for  Judaism?” 
Rabbi  Bender  was  introduced  by  Rabbi 
B.  Kravetz  and  was  thanked  by  Mr.  Martin 
K.  Levinson.  Mr.  A.  L.  Achbar  acted  as 
chairman. 

A lively  discussion  ensued  in  which  Rabbi 
E.  L.  Lifschutz  and  Rabbi  M.  D.  Margolis 
participated.  Both  spoke  briefly  endorsing 
Day  School  education  and  gave  warm 
encouragement  to  “the  eager  anxious  per- 
sons who  will  work  on  its  behalf.”

ANSWER  TO  PURIM  PUZZLE 
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VICTIMS  OF 
NAZI  PERSECUTION 
GENERAL  CLAIMS  LAW 

Former  inmates  of  concentration  camps 
and  ghettos  are  now  entitled  to  monetary 
indemnification  (Deutsehemark  150  for 
every  month  of  imprisonment)  although 
it  may  take  years  until  actual  payment  is 
received  in  Canada. 

Eligible  are  persons  who  were  residents 
oi  the  I .S.  Zone  of  Germany  on  January  1, 
1947.  Residents  of  other  zones  may  become 
eligible  and  announcements  will  be  made 
in  due  course. 

There  are  also  a number  of  other  claims 
available  to  persons  persecuted  in  Germany 
during  the  Nazi  Regime. 

Claims  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
German  authorities  not  later  than  April  1 
1950. 

The  Canadian  Jewish  Congress  will 
assist  persons  who  cannot  afford  the  services 
of  a lawyer,  in  filling  out  the  claims  forms. 
I hese  forms  are  rather  complicated  and 
have  to  be  accompanied  by  evidence  of 
the  loss  which  people  suffered,  especially 
the  time  spent  in  concentration  camps  and 
the  fact  that  the  claimant  was  a resident 
of  one  of  the  states  comprising  the  LT.S. 
Zone  (Bavaria,  Hesse,  Wuerttemberg,  Baden. 
Bremen.) 

In  the  Ottawa  area,  persons  affected  are 
asked  to  register  their  names  with  the 
Ottawa  Vaad  Ha’Ir,  451  Rideau  Street, 
telephone  3-93/9  immediately,  it  a suffi- 
cient number  require  assistance,  a man 
v ill  be  brought  from  Congress  Headquarters 
m Montreal  for  that  purpose.

STEEL  FRAMEWORK  RISES  FOR 
SYNAGOGUE  - CENTRE 

The  community  will  be  pleased  to  learn 
that  all  the  structural  steel  and  steel 
fioor  joists  required  for  the  building  under 
construction  has  already  been  delivered  and 
is  now  in  the  process  of  being  erected. 
The  steel  framework  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  March  15.  Although  the 
tarpaulins  protecting  the  concrete  footings 
have  been  removed  to  make  way  for  the 
steel,  a two-foot  layer  of  straw  is  still  being- 
kept  over  the  foundations  during  the 
ireezing  weather. 

Once  the  steel  frame  is  in  place,  work 
can  be  started  on  the  concrete  foundation 
walls.  The  exterior  walls  of  brick  and 
stone  will  follow,  and  the  building  will 
then  be  completely  enclosed  and  roofed-in. 

The  architects  have,  in  the  meantime, 
approved  the  stone  shop  drawings,  and 
stone  will  be  arriving  on  the  job  by  the 
middle  of  April.  As  previously  reported, 
brick  has  already  been  stockpiled  on  the 
site. 

Barring  any  hold-up  due  to  weather  con- 
ditions, it  is  anticipated  that  the  building- 
will  be  completely  enclosed  and  roofed 
in  by  June  1st.
